He has been charged with a serious offense, doubly 
serious because of the exalted position of trust that is his, and j 
it is proper that he should be compelled to meet the accusa-, 
lion. No use of his authority, no technicality of the law, should 
enable him to escape the ordeal our government demands. 
Before the courts of justice he stands a man accused, but not 
convicted, entitled to every privilege and advantage given him 
by the law, cloaked with inocence until proven guilty. 
In the eyes of the law Governor Robertson is no more, no 
less, than any ordinary mortal. 
It would well behoove the people of this state—and espe­ 
cially of Okmulgee county, who clamor for his blood in the 
Dame of justice, to be certain that they give justice as they 
would exact it. Their crime would be infinitely worse than that 
of which our executive is accused were he persecuted and 
crucified. For his would be the failing of but a single m an: 
for justice to go wrong would be a condemnation of the very 
fundamentals of our government. 
We realize that the people of Okmulgee a land of mob 
rule, that their passions sway their reason, that blind justice 
has fled their courts of law. They need not. It is but human 
that a man, robbed, cannot review the crime as dispassion­ 
ately as can a man whose purse has not been touched.

geycqps. ‘.‘Loco” was the tern applied 
to Jim. That was long ago. Yellow­ 
stone 
will in 
June celebrate 
its 
semi-centennial as a national park 
tor on May I, 1872 congress passed 
the bill creating it. The opening day 
is June 18. Last year 81,651 people 
“made” the park. Officials hope to 
see the 100,000 mark reached this 
Eeason. 
Some Believed Him 
In 1869 Badger's stories had re- 
svjt<\ in C. W. Cook and David 
Folsom making the trip. They saw 
all that Bridger had seen and more.

In 
this party were Gen. H. t). Wash­ 
burn, Lieut.

parks, and they may be seen with­ 
out difficulty but they are not so 
numerous as to interrupt one in the 
pursuit of pleasure. 
Nation’s Scenic Spot. 
“There are more natural phenom­ 
ena to be seen In Yellowstone Na­ 
tional Park than in any dthfcr equal 
area in the United States. Add to 
this the fact that there is a great 
lake fifteen miles wide at .Its Wid­ 
est point .and twenty miles long, 
the placid surface of which Is sev-^ 
enty eight hundred feei above the 
sea level, a great gorge of rain­ 
bow he/* through w-hleh a mighty 
river roars on its way to the sea 
liundieds of square miles of great 
forests and 
broken, 
saw-toothed 
crests, and you have a combination 
which will inspire even a cowboy. 
Everything is on a giant scale. Dis­ 
tances are great, canyons are of ter­ 
rifying depth, mountain peaks raise 
their lofty crests to inconveivable 
heights. 
“The northern and western en­ 
trances are most used. In the early, 
history of the Park, most of the 
travel came in by the northern en­ 
trance, which is but a few miles 
from Fort Yellowstone, where, at 
one time, was stationed a very con­ 
siderable force of cavalry.
